THE OYSTER SHELL SCALE 

The Landscape Committee of the 
Suburban Association, of which Mr. 
Samuel T. Bodine i> Chairman, has se- 
cured the services of Mr. YV. .1. Mc- 
Keon. a tree special's', to inspect the I 
tree- and shrubbery along the Main i 
Line, in order to see if they are al- , 
tacked by the oyster shell scale. I 

When the scale was discovered on 
s^ime of the trees in Wayne by Ihe 
North Wavne Protective Association, 
Ihe matter was brought to the atten- 
tion of the Suburban Association, nnd 
n warning was sent throughout the 
territory. 

Owners of trees and bushes should 
spray them frequently soVas to keep 
the "scale in cheek, anj^nnnlly destroy 
it. If in doubt. Mr. McKonn will in- 
spect the trees free of charge to deter- 
mine if the scale exists. 

This great menace was brought to 
the attention of Mr. McKcon by the 
Suburban Association, and he very gen- 
erously consented to" volunteer his ser- 
vices. 

Any one wishing to have their trees 
and shrubbery inspected, should call 
Ardmore 14.'!7. and the request will be 
given prompt attention. 

If allowed to persist, the oyster shell 
scale will eventually kill the trees and 
shrubbery. 

Mr. McKoon stated that he would 
start a thorough inspection of the 
entire territory this week.
